Basics Rules in the Study 


* Begin with a pleasant, informal visit of 5 minutes or so. This is a great 
time to catch up on their week and just connect. You want to do your 
socialization at the beginning of the visit rather than at the end. 

* Begin the study with prayer. Maybe take a prayer request. Ask the Holy 
Spirit to be the teacher and guide in your study. 

* [ntroduce the topic for that study. Briefly explain why this topic 1s 
important to study. 

* During the study allow your friend to take part as much as he/she likes 
by: 

* Responding to your questions, Looking up and reading texts 1f they are 
comfortable, Asking questions 

* At the end of the study ask questions that are *clear and pointed" so 
your friend can make sure he/she understood the subject. 

* Conclude the study by making a short appeal. 

* Close with a prayer that incorporates their decision. 

* Give your friend their next lesson guide to study during the coming week or 
some Bible passage to read. 

* Confirm the day and time of your appointment for the following week. 

* Wish your friend a great week and leave
